The coast guard will throw new 
forces of men and ships into the fight 
as the war progresses.

Will Excavate Nevada Ruins 

Reno, Nev.—-Governor James GQ. 
Scrughan has announced that $50,000 
has been pledged by George G. Heye, 
president of the Heye foundation, and 
James A. Ford, president of the Unit- 
ed States Rubber company, for exca- 
vation ‘and restoration of the prehis- 
toric city. in the Muddy river valley 
of southeastern Nevada, officially 
known as Pueblo Grande de Nevada. 
The ruins extend for six miles along 
the river and are considered among 
the oldest in America, possibly in the 
world, by archaeologists.
